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‘Why Judge Claiborne Did Not Order 
Duestrow Brought Into Court. 


He Also Explains Why the Preliminary 
Hearing Was Dispensed With. 


DUVESTROW'S RESIDENCE ON COMPTON 
AVENUE WILL NOT BE CLOSED. 


Three Women Heve Been Engaged to 
Take Care of It—Katie Hahn Has Gone 
to Her Own Home-—Prosecuting At- 
torney Dierkes Explains His Course 
in the Case. 


Judge Claiborne was seen to-day ahd asked 
bow it was that Attorney Charles P. John- 
eon, as counsel for Arthur Duestrow, the 
Slayer of his wife and child, had 
Been allowed to obtain a continuance 
and thereby escape the exposure of his de- 
fense untilthe Grand-jury will have taken 
up the investigation of the tragedy. The 
Judge made a remarkable statement in re- 
gard to this action. From his statement it 
Will be seen that he had made up his mind 
previous to hearing the evidence to hold the 
prisoner without bond for the Grand-jury. 

„It is this way, said the Court: ‘‘Mr. 
Johnson came into court and when he made 
a motion fer a continuance I told him I could 
do nothing but hold Duestrow without bond. 
From what 1 had read I judged 
that the defense would de in- 
anity and I told Mr. Johnson that as 
a magistrate I could not entertain sucha 
plea and that it would be better to take the 
case to the Grand- jury at once. Mr. John- 
gon then said that he did not care to have 
the defendant given a preliminary hearing 
and it was agreed to continue the case until 
the Grand-jury will have taken the mat 
ter up.“ 

„Did Mr. Johnson intimate that his defense 
would be insanity?’’ the reporter asked. 

No he did not make any statement as to 
what his defense would be. I simply con- 
cluded before hand that such would be the 
defense and determined at once not to enter- 
tain it.“ 

**Why was Duestrow not brought into the 
cage from the jail?’’ was asked. 

That can be explained by me, said the 
Court. The public knew when the case was 
to de called, and from the time coart opened 
there was not standing-room for the mob, 
all anxious to see Duestrow. A Deputy 
Sheriff cameto me and asked ff he should 
bring Duestrow up from fail, stating 
that he thought the crowd might become un- 
manageable and interfere. I told him to 
leave himin jail andincase a hearing was 
asked the defendant could have been brought 
up wren called by my order. It was through 


no desire to shield him from the disgrace and 


the public gare that this was done. It was 


simply to prevent the crowd becoming of- 
fenssive or troublesome.’’ 

This action of the court with regard to 
prisoners who have committed almost hein- 
ous crimes, has no precedent which can be 


recalled, Hugh rooks, alias Maxwell, 
the rourderer of Arthur Preller, who 
excited the populace of the entire 


country by the grossness of the crime he 

rpetrated was not spared the disgrace of 
Seine hauled from the jail to the cage in the 
Court of Criminal Correction before the eyes 
of the largest crowds that ever assembled at 
the Four Courts; but Juage Claiborne saw 
fit, on the pretext of observing peace and 
quiet in the audtence, to let Arthur Duestrow 
remain in jail until the court should find it 
necessary tosend an officer for him to tell 
him he was wanted. 


MR. DIERKES MAKES A STATEMENT. 
Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes wasseen at 
his home, 1765 Preston place, last night and 
asked for his reasons for allowing a continu- 
ance of the preliminary trial of the wife and 


child murderer, Dr. Duestrow. 

„There is nothing startling in the contin- 
uance, answered Attorney Dierkes. ‘‘As 
for my granting it, that is out of the ques- 
tion, as that isthe judge’s prorogative. I 
expected Gov. Johnson to ask for a contin- 
vance and as hehad a right to asx for it 
there was no use fighting it. i 

gut was it not your duty to demand that 
the preHminary examination go on thatthe 
testimony might be developed and pre- 


‘gerved?’’ 


„That would not have amountedto any- 
thing. In the first place, the defense had a 
right to ask fora continuance on the ground 
of not being ready. If I nad fought the con- 
tinuance then they would have walved pre- 
liminary examination altogether. It 
practically amounts to that now, for before 
the case comes up in court again the Grand- 

ury will have investigated it and an 
ndictment by the Grand-jury places the case 
beyond our jurisdiction. In any case Due- 
strow was bound to be held over. The testi- 
mony was sufficient for that before whatever 
tribunal he might be tried, : 

No, sir,“ continued Mr. Dierkes, ‘‘you 
are wrong in thinking that Duestrow gained 
anything by the continuance that I could 
have prevented. You are also wrong 
in thinking that 1 wished to _ ex- 
tend him any courtesy. I told the 
that Duestrow should be made to march up 
with the rest ofthe prisoners who were on 
trialthis morning. I don't Know how it 
happened that he was left out unless his 
keepers got word that he ,would not be 
brought to trial this morning. 

**Who would havethe authority to carry 
such word as that?’’

Dierkes. However, Ideny that I have in 
any wa given strength to Dr. 
Duestrowis case by any action of mine. 
As fora preliminary examination preserving 
testimony, the defense would have a right to 
watve all that. We have no court sten-

Ail the witnesses who could have 
been procured for the preliminary 
trial can certainly be had for the trial when 
it comes up in the higher court. If they 
think there is danger of any of the witnesses 


attempting to get out of the way I would 
recommend that they be placed under a 
heavy bond for appearance. The Circuit

takmg his leave, that he hoped Duestrow 
would be made to answer in the fullest 
measure for the deed he had done.

HOLDING UP THE BILLS. 


Nearly $800,000 ef Street Improvement 
Work Being Delayed. 


Street Commissioner Murphy has compiled 
a list of streets and alleys for the improve- 
ment and reconstruction of which the Board 
of Public Improvements has approved 
ordinances. A few of these ordinances have 
passed the Assembly and contracts been let 
by the board forthe work, but onthe vast 
majority of them no action whatever has 
been taken. 

The amount of improvements ordered, 
Maj. Murphy estimatesto be between $800,- 
000 and $900,000, which amount will not have 
to be paid oy the city, but by the property 
owners on the streets or alleys where the im- 
provements are made. 

If these ordinances were passed and the 
contracts let there would be plenty of work 
for thousands of men for some time to come. 

Just why no effort has been made to push 
these ordinances through no one seems to 
know. The Board of Public Improvements 
throws the blame on the. members of the 
committees of the Council dnd House of Del- 
egates and these committees throw it back 
on the board. 

The Committee on Public Improvements of 
the House of Delegates has a score or more 
of these bills pligeon-holed. 

The members have started an innovation 
by giving a public hearing to property own- 


ers on the bills after they have been 
approved by the Board of Public 
Improvements, 0 Charter pro- 
vides that the board shall give 


this public hearing, and itis done before the 
ordinances are Urawn up and sent to the 
House or Cou : *'i 

Nearly all the street and alley improve 
ment bills are sent tothe House and the bills 
ofa more’ general nature to the Counell. 
They are referred to the Committee on Publie 
Improvements ofeach body and these com- 
ae take their time in reporting them 

ack. 

The House Committee not long ago sent 
back fifteen ordinances tothe Board witha 
request that the provision calling for brick 
“utters in them be stricken out and granite 
or limestone substituted. 


The Board: refused to do this, holding 
that the Committee did not consti- 
tute the entire House of Delegates 
and there was no evidence that 


the House asa body wished this amendment. 
The bills were accordingly sent back to the 
committee, and there they remain. The 
Council has severai of these improvement bills 
tiled up and yetis adjourning from week to 
week instead of holding two meetings each 
week and expediting its business. These 
vitrified brick bills, however, which seem 
to De a stumbling biock to the House com- 


mittee, are but a small part of the 
ordinances pending ror street im- 
provements, yet no effort has deen 


made to dispose of them. In the meantime 
thousands of men are unemployed, who 
might find wor if the contracts for these im- 
provements were let.

Not Propose to Stop Operating. 


The St. Louis Bond Investment Co. 
Will Take a New Name. 


W. H ROBINSON, SPEAKING FOR THE 
COMPANY, TELLS OF ITS PLANS. 


The Opinionofthe Attorney-General That 
the Business Being Conducted Is li- 
legal Will Be Contested—The Latest 
Russ e dopted to Get Around the 
Law—Not All in Harmony. 


A plausible young man; who reluctantly 
gave the name of W. H. Robinson, sat in the 
private office of the St. Louis Bond and In- 
vestment. Co.’s suite on the sixth floor 
of the Walnwright building this morn- 
ing and accorded a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter an interview on the sub- 
ject of the company’s future. Near 
the close of the talk he requested the re- 
porter to write the interview as coming from 
Secretary C. M. Berry of the company. As 
Mr. Berry’s only part in the interview con- 
sisted in the flat objection to the form of one 
of Mr. Robinson’s statements the interview 
does not so appear. 

Dispatches received from Jefferson City 
last night were to the effect that the St. 
Louis Bond and Investment Co., the business 
methods of which are declared by the Attor- 
ney-General to be unlawful, was about to 
change its name to the ‘‘St. Louls Mutual 
Endowment Association,’’ and to slight- 
ly alter the form of its ob. 
ligations. The new coneern, it was 
said, would issue ‘‘certificates’’ instead 
of bonds, and would exchange the former 
for the latter with all holders. It was desir- 
able to know whether the new concern 
would entirely supplant the old—the pub- 
lished list of officers being practically the 
same—or whether the ‘‘endowment certifi- 
cate’’ business was merely an addition to the 
bond investment business. 

WILL STILL DO BUSNESS. 

When Secretary Berry was called for, a 
smartly gotten-up young man emerged from 
the inner office, and bowed condescendingly. 
The moment the purpose of the call was 
stated he excused himself, and retired to the 
inner room. Ina minute or two he returned 
and invited the reporter inside. 


There were present in the room Robinson, 
who said he was a director of the Bond In- 


vestment Co.; F. B. McLean, Vice-President, 

and Secretary yes € Robinson squared bim- 

self to take the burden ofthe affliction, and 

to him the questions were directed. After 

some parrying and evasion Mr. Robinson was 

induced to statein effect that the concern 

had not yet changed its manner of doing. 
business nor formally changed its name, but 
was preparing to do botir. 

The Secretary of State cannot prevent 
our Changing our name, and that we propose 
to do; but we will make the change accord- 
ingtolaw. The exchange of certificates for 
bonds isanother matter, and should not be 
considered with the change of name. We 
have sent out circulars requesting the hold- 
ers of bonds to make the exchange, and we 
hope they wlll consent.

Here Secretary Berry interpolated an ob- 
jection to the effect that the company would 
notcontinue in the bond investment busi- 
ness at all, that it would do no more bust! 
ness through the mails, and that under the 
new plan a reserve fund would be provided 
for the protection of the last man, which 
was not the case with the investment bonas. 

Mr. Robinson, in answer to this,stated that 
that was a subject that would require a 
longer explanation than he could giveina 
brief interview, but adhered to his original 
proposition, to the very apparent annoyance 
of Secretary Berry. The reporter re- 
turned to the subject by asking 
Mr. Robinson whether the Attorney-General! 
ofthe State had not declared the bond in- 
vestment business illegal.

This proposi- 
tion is now being advertised according to law 
and will be properly filed with the Secretary of 
State. No business has been done or will be 
done under the new name until a vote of the 
stockholders has been taken and the result 
of that vote properly filed with the Secretary 
of State. 

2. In future we will issue, beside the bonds 
wehave been issuing, the endowment cer- 
tificates. If anyof the bondholders refuse to 
take the certificates in exchange we will 
Carry out the original contract. 

Mr. Robinson added that the company 
would meet the issue raised against the bond 
investment business by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral before the Supreme Court in March and 
expected to win. 


MR. BERRY MAKES A LATER STATEMENT. 

Mr. C. W. Berry called at the Post-Dis- 
PATCH Office late this afternoon and made 
the following statement: 

“We are changing our name to the St. 
Louis Mutual Endowment Association. <A 
notice of eiection has been given, accord 
ing to law, and when the name has 
been changed by the board of directors 
all that is then necessary is for the company 
to file a sworn statement of this change 
with the Secretary of the state. We 
have made the announcement of the 
change that wil! take place; but there 
has been no business transacted, nor certin- 
cates issued, signed by the St, Louis Mutual 
Endowment Association (the new name) and 
will not be until the change has legally been 
made, hence none will be issued until after 
the 26th of this month.

The City of Para Steamed Up to ths 
Docks at Noon. 


LARGE CROWDS OF FRIEND3 AND BEL- 
ATIVES MET THE SEAMEN.

Admiral Stanton’s Detailed Story of the 
Wreck cf the Old Warship—How the 
Crew Slowly Made Their Way to Ron- 
cador Reef—The Drowning of Fireman 
Robbins-—Little Hope of faving the 

Ship. 
New York, Feb. 21.—The steamship City of 
Para, with the officers and crew of the 


wrecked Kearsarge on board, arrived at the 
Pacific Mall dock at noon to-day. The dock 


was daily decorated with flags, and over the | 


gang plank was spread a huge American flag 
in honor of the officers and crew of the Kear- 
sarge. A large crowd of friends and relatives 
of the naval men of the Kearsarge were on 
the {pler of the Pacific Mall line to greet the 
rescued men. 

A reporter, who boarded the City of Para at 
Quarantine, talked with some of the officers 
and crew of the Kearsarge who related the 
story of the wreck of the famous old man- of- 
war on Roncador Reef. Acting Admiral Oscar 
F. Stanton, who was first seen, gave the fol- 
lowing account of the wreck of his flagship: 

The accident occurred about 20’clock on 
the afternoon of Feb. 2,’’ said Admiral stan- 
ton. ‘‘A stiff northeast fresh trade wind 
was blowing and there was aconsiderabie 
surf. The Kearsarge struck rather lightly at 
first, and then there was a heavy jar and a 
crash, wben the ship went up high and dry 
on the reef. 

We remained on boardithe Kearsarge that 
night and were taken ashore the next day. 
The City of Para did not come until Saturday, 
Feb, 10, about a week from the time we went 
ashore on Roncador Island. All hands were 
taken off the Kearsarge on the catamaran 
boat, after working all night in order to get

„We had built rafts during the night and 
early Saturday morning, in order to trans- 
port whatthings we could take from the 
ship, together with eight days’ supply of 
water, which permitttda supply of one pint 
a day for each man. There was no excite- 
ment, no panic, but everybody was cool- 
headed, and the officersand crew all united 
in an effort to make the best of the situation. 
**Lieut. Bratmard went to Colon as soon as 
poss!ble in the steam launch of the Kearsarge 
in order to communicate with the Navy De- 
partment at Washington and charter a 
steamer to come to our aid. 
„ Kvery one who was aboardjthe Kearsarge, 
both officers and men, are with me, with the 
exception of Dr. Barnum, who was de- 
tached to the coast survey steamer Kanger 
at Acajutia. There are 29 officers and 181 
men, making up 202 in all, and we are all 
well. The hearsage carried eight boats. 
‘Three of these on the port side were stove in 
and one of them was washed away. 


| 


Anderson Robbins, one of the men, was 
Orowned shortly after the wreck. The ship | 
was rapidly filling with water and Robbins 
was swimming forthe reef, Dut he could not 
make it and was drowned. This occurred 
the day we landed. 

In going ashore we were compelled to go 
in parties of six, the capacity of the cata- 
maran boat, which was held fast by a life 
line, which was stretched from the Kear- 
sarge to the shore. When we discovered 
Fireman Anderson Robbins struggling In the 
water, we dispatched a lieutenant and seven 
men in a boat tv his assistance, and made 
every effort tosave him, but he sank before 
we could reach him. 

After we had gotten safely ashore, Lieut. 
Brainard and seven men were dispatched in 
a life boat to Old Providence, in order to se- 
cure assistance. The City of Para, which he 


chartered, did not reach us until 10 o’clock 
on the 10th, She immediately 
launched two boats, which, as- 


sisted by the Kearsarge’s four life-boats, 
took all hands on board tothe Cuy of Para 
as quickly as possible, when the latter 
steamed for Colon, stopping on the way to 
Old Providence to pick up the Lieutenant 
andcrew which had been sent by Com- 
mander Hayerman to send us assistance.’’ 

In answer to a question put to him as to the 
cause of the accident, whetberdueas had 
been rumored to defective chronometers or 
otherwise, Admiral Stanton said: 

‘*Icannot say anything in regard to the 
matter of the responsibility for the wreck of 
the Kearsarge, and, therefore, cannot ex- 
press any opinion as to whether the 
wreck of the ship was due to 
carelessness or defective instruments, 
or to anyone on board the Kearsarge. 
I presume there will be a court of inquiry to 
investigate into all this, when these facts 
will be developed. The whole thing will 
come out in due course of time, but what the 
nature of the court of inquiry will be, wnen 
convened, Il cannot say. 

‘‘Anybow, I feel Inclined to say as litfle as 
possible about this matter because of the 
peculiar misiortune which has seamed to 
iollow me of late. I have had sufficient 
notoriety already, this being the second 
time I have arrived in New York harbor 
under sensational circumstances within a 
short time. Iam feeling very nappy, and my 
physical condition, and I might say mental 
condition, Is just a trie better than it was 
- the occasion of my last trip up New York 

ay. 

Admiral Stanton, as well as ali the officers 
and crew of the Kearsarge, wore their naval 
uniforms. Some of them wore overcoats. a 
few capes, while a good many were not so 
fortunate as to have tue former.

Indignant citizens of Kirkwood are meta- 
phorically in arms against the Mayor of that 
pretty little suburb, and an indignation 
meeting has Deen called for to-night to pro- 
test against a reeent official act of the 
Mayor, which bas Stirred the wrath of the 
Kirk woodtans up to this decisive point. 

The trouble is about snow, which, falling 
alike on the just and unjust, has not spared 
Kirkwood from its wintry touch. In fact, it 
has fallen in the streets of Kirkwood to such 
an extent that the layor has seen fit to issue 
an official order requiring all citizens of that 
town to clear the snow away from in front of 
their respective houses and places of busi- 
ness under certain penaities for non-compll- 
ance with the order.

‘Desperate Affray in a Tailor Shop on 
South Fourteenth Street, 


EDER NOW LIES IN THE CITY HOSPITAL 
WITH A FRACTURED SKULL. 


He Used Shears anda Hatchet a: Weap- 
ons of Defense and Fought Valiantly 
Against Big Olds—Ths Police Make 
Two Arrests and Eder Identifies One 
of the Men. 


A daring burglary and a very brutal assault 
was perpetrated this morning between (and 
5 o’clock by six young men at the tallor shop 
conducted by Phillip Spricks. and George 
Simpson at No, 11 South Fourteenth street. 
George Eder, a young German 22 years old, 
who recently arrived in this country and who 
for the past two weeks has been em- 
pioyed as a porter at the tallor shop, was 
the victim of the assault, and as 
a result he is now Iiaia out on 
a cot in the City Hospital suffering from a 
fractare of the skull. 

Eder, having no other place of abode and 
in view of the fact that the tailor shop was 
burglarized last January and loot- 
ed to the extent ot 2200 worth 
of made up clothing, was allowed 
by the proprietors of the shop to sleepona 
folding lounge in a large room in the rear of 
the shop proper. 

BROKE IN THE DOOR. 

About 4 o’clock this morning while Eder 
was still slumbering he heard a loud 
nolse at a rear door which entered 
nto his apartment. He listened and heard 
the voices of several different persons. 
After awhile he heard the men on the outside 
try the door, and the next instant 
he heard them cutting at the lower panel of 
the door. He called to them to stop, but the 
crowd gare him no answer. The 
Knife used was a sharp one and the panel 
soon showed a great hole. A hand was 
shoved through the hole, but the 
latch could not be reached. One 
ot the crowd then took some sort of an fron 
bar and began to pry tue door open. They 


worked but a short while, and at last the 
only bolt which held the door shut gave 
way, and with a wild rush the six men 
rushed into the place. One 
ofthem, supposedly the man whoused the 
iron chisel as a pry, made a break for 
Eder. The latter recognized 
in him a frequent caller at the place, anda 
man with whom he had had trouble only the 
evening previous and whom he had struck 
over the left eye with a poker. Eder, 
whois said to beasimple sor of a fellow, 
saw that he had to defend him. 
self and while he was reaching for 
a hatchet the man he recognized rained 
blow after blow on his head with 
the iron chisel with which he 
had forced the door open. Eder 
usedthe hatchet on his antagonist’s body 
and arms until tt was wrenched from his 
| grasp by another of the crowd. 
Without any means of defense, Eder bat- 
tled with the six housebreakers who now 
surrounded him. He fought desperately 
and blood from his wounds almost blinded 
him, At last ne got his hands 
on a pair of shears, and he 
plunged the blades into one of the crowd 
and then the other. While he was defending 
himself one of the crowd stepped into the 
tallor shop, grabbed a suit of clothes 
and a pair of trousers and ran out. 
This was the signal to de part 
and as the Dburglarious assallants darted 
througb the entrance they had forced 
open 4a short while previous Eder 
followed close on thelr heels. He 
chased the crowd to Targee and Mar- 
ket streets, where the man who 
grabbed the clothing dropped the 
suit of clothes. Poor Eder stopped 
and pickedup the garments and now too 
fatigued to continue the pursuit, he re- 
turned to the store, while his assailants es- 
ca ped. 
AWAITED HIS EMPLOYERS. 
Eder raised no alarm whatever, He 


bathed and dressed the wounds on his 
head, and then sat down and awaited 
the arrival of his employers. When they 
came between 7 and8 o’clock they found the 
young man seated by the fire. 
The floor of the bedroom looked like 
that part of a slaughter-house. It 
was covered with blood and there were 
signs all around of a desperate 
struggle. Eder told thestory of the assault 
and at ouce Officers Fox and Ryan of the Cen- 
tral District were notified of the affair. They 
made an investigation and found that in 
addition to the marks on the door, three 
siats had been cut from a shutter on a 
rear window. The matter was reported to 
Capt. Sam Boyd ofthe Central District, and 
Detective Schoppe and Sergt. Collins went 
out in search of the gang. After an 
hour’s diligent searchthey came across Ed 
Lexton and Edward Gallagher, and brought 
them to the Four Courts, and 
placed them in the holdover. Later Eder 
was brought before the two men and 
he positively identined Lexton as 
one of the six men who entered 
the shop and assaulted him. Gallagher he 
could not identify. 

He was sure of Lexton, however, 
because he was Spe man with 
whom he had the trouble the afternoon 

revious. Lexton has been in the 
abit of entering the 
sitting around chatting. 
came in yesterday afternoon and began to 
box with Eder. The latter got mad and, 
seizing a poker, dealt Lexton a blow 
over the left eye which left an 
ugly wound. Lexton was very mad 
over this affair, and he talked of it all after 
noon before he left. It is supoosed that it he 
was in the crowd he was moved by a desire 
for vengeance. The police have 
idea that the deed was committed by the 
members of a gang which hangs around Fit. 
teenth and Spruce. 
against Gallagber and Lexton, despite the 
fact that the former was not identified, 
charging them with burglary in 
the second degree and larceny. The 
clothing which was carried off and part of 
which was recovered is valued at $45. 

About 8 o’clock Eder went tothe City Dis- 

nsary, where he was examired by Dr. 
Pais ough, who found his head and face 
in a frightfully batieréd condition. Dr. 
Hough dia not make a thorough examina- 
tion, but after satisfying himself that the 
skull was fractured, bandaged up the wounds 
and sent him to the City Hospital.

ships may soon take place. The Nictheroy 
arrived off Rio on Sunday, but after 
taking on board a ‘Wetachment ‘of 


oral troops steamed. ta Santos. To. 
day’s dispatches state that the[Nictheroy wil 
not remain at Santos, but will return to Rio. 
Should she do this there is i ason to 
believe that Da Gama or Mello will attack 
her with the 2 the most formida- 
dle ship of the insurgent fleet. According to 
the latest news of the Aquidaban, she is now 
in Rio harbor, and the pablica is cruising 
off Santos. N 

The original plan of campaign, as laid 
down for the Nictheroy, was about as fol- 
lows: She wasto appear off Rio harbor as 
soon as ssible, and there, with the aid of 
the loyal forts at the entrance, pen the rebel 
fleet In, like ratsinatrap. Anchoring in the 
shelter of these forts she wes careful to get 
the range of the rebel Fort Villegaignon, 
and then proceed to blow it into ruins with 
her deadly charges of 1 

When this fort was silenced the Nictheroy 
was to come inside the harbor, anchor under 
the shelter of its ruined walls and from there 
shell the rebel fleet until they cried for quar- 


ter. 

This scheme seemed to be a simple and 
effective one as long as it was thought that 
the rebel war ships could not get out of the 
harbor, but when the Aquidabdan had demon- 
strated how easily she could slip practically 
unhurt in and out of the bay things took ona 
different aspect. | 

President Peixoto, however, cameto the 
conclusion that the commandant of Fort 
Santa Cruz, one of the entrance forts, was 
not as vigilant as he might be, and had him 
removed on suspicion of beinga secret ally of 
the insurgents. 

it may be that witha commandant of un- 
doubted loyalty and vigilance in the fort the 
rebel wsill not dare to run the gauntlet again, 
and that the Nictheroy will now begin to 
carry out the programme already outlined. 


Prazilian Belligerents.

Rro Dr JAN EIRO, Feb. 21.—The Armaco 
batteries,which were destroyed by the rebels 
during the battle of feb. 9, when the Govern- 
ment lost, have been restored. 

During the continued disability of Admiral 
Da Gama, Alexandrino de Alencal bas been 
in command, while awaiting the return of 
Admiral De Mello, who is said to have 
reached here on board the Republica. 

The rebel force is now reduced to 500 men 
and za number of these are more or less 
severely wounded. Itis not belleved to be 
possibie for the rebels to undertake any fur- 
ther operations on land until the fleet 1s 
strongly reinforced. 

News from the Nictheroy is expected 
hourly, and concerning the rest of President 
Peixoto’s fleet there were two stories in cir- 
culation. According to one, the torpedo 
fleet is in bad shape and there Is little or no 
chance ofa naval battle being fought. The 
second story has it that the torpedo fleet Is 
moving south in order to join the Nictheroy, 
and that news of an important nature will 
shortly be heard, 

Reports from the South seem to show 
further gains for the rebels. 

American prestige, owing to the deter- 
mined action of Admiral Denham, is now 
very high. 


TIRED OF HIS WHITE WIFE. 


Miss Fellows’ Friends Not Surprised at 
the Sequel of Her Marriage to Chaska, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 21.—There was 

little surprise manifested in her circle of 
former acquaintances here when a telegram 
from Yankton, 8. D., yesterday announced 
that Mrs. Cora Belle Fellows Chaska had 
been deserted by her Indian husband. It Is 
stated also that Chaska has taken an 
Indian wife and is lHving with her on 
the Santee Reservation. By the woman’s 
friends here this news is regarded as the nat- 
ural sequel toa marriage that shocked her 
society intimates and brought sorrow tothe 
home of her parents. Miss Oora Belle Fel- 
lows was the bright and attractive daugh- 
ter of Homer Fellows, a clerk in the 
Surgeon-General’soficein the War Depart- 
ment. She had been well educated and had 
adopted school teaching asa profession. She 
was a member of Dr. Sutherland's Presby- 
terlan Church, where Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland 
were communicants, and took quite ajprom- 
inent and active part in church work. Soon 
she was a great favorite and had many 
friends amorg the old resident class of Wash- 
ington. She made quite a study of the Indian 
question and became possessed of a desire to 
devote her life to the red man as his teacher. 
Her parents tried to dissuade her from bury- 
ing herselfin an Indian mission. Her friends 
added their entreaties that she stay in Wash- 
ington and continue to adorn the social cir- 
cles in which she was so brilitant an orna- 
ment. Miss Coraturned a deaf ear to all 
their arguments. She believed that her mis- 
sion was toinstructand elevate the Aborig- 
ines, and believing this she set her face to- 
ward the Dakotas. «She secured an appoint- 
ment as teacher at one of the Sioux 
agencies in South Dakota, and was not 
long in establishing herseif in her new 
work. She was a persevering teacher, 
Not only was her = schoolroom filled 
with little Indian girls and boys, but young 
braves, old enough to use the tomahawk and 
wear war paint and feathers, came to the 
wigwam of the white squaw and received 
their elementary instructions. The school 
would have prospered had not cupid entered 
and caused the usual discord. 

Among the pupils of her higher grade was 
one Sam Chaska, a full-blooded Sioux, but 
one who seemed anxious to adopt the white 
man’s mode of life, and to gain a white 
man’s education. Chaskaand his falr teacher 
iingered oft over vulgar fractions, and to- 
gether entered the elementary branch of nat- 
ural philosophy. Miss Cora finally grew so in- 
dispensable tothe young chief that he con- 
cludedto ask her to enter his wigwam and 
become his wife. Withall his native elo- 
quence he pleaded his cause. Cora, without 
the knowledge of her parents, allowed her 
enthusiasm in the Indian work to overcome 
her, and ske consented to marry Chaska, 
the ceremony being performed oo ee 
to the conventional form. Hardly ha 
the marriage taken place before the 
Sioux bride realized her mistake. Chaska 
did not prove to be the magnificent specimen 
of nature’s true nobleman she had pictured 
him to be. He inherited the Indlan’s natural 
aversion to earning a livelihood and sup- 
porting a family. When next heard from the 
Chaskas were represented in: numerous 
dispatches as figuring on the stage of 
a dime museum. It is but fair to say 
that the accounts of their having ex- 
hibited themselves in cheap shows were 
never absolutely confirmed. The next 
chapter opens with theadventof a little 
Chaska, acopper hued pa poose rang its 
infantine whoopin the lodge of Sam. This 
news was followed by the report from 
Chamberlin, 8. D., that Mrs. Chaska had de- 
cided toapply fora divorce from Sam. The 
causes whieh led to this were not given, but 
they can readlly be traced to dissimilarity of 
race, temperament and education. 

Events showed, however, that Mrs, Chaska 
did not followup X for divorce. 
And now comes the cilmax of the strange 
story—the white woman’s desertion by her 
ideal red man. 

It is said that Chaska’s Indian friends 
taunted him for becoming a squaw man and 
waiting upon his wife, and thisno doubt 
helped to make him neglectful. / 

While the Western tribes arg very severe 
on those who are convicted sf unchastity, 
they see no impropriety iny duality of wives, 
and had Chaska takena zen he would not 
have lost caste with his people. Besides, his 
marriage witha white woman had not been 
regarded with favor either by the older In- 
Gians or by the young women of the tribe 
whose jealousy had thus been aroused, and 
it is safe to say Chaska and his new wife will 
be welcomed at the agency. 

The matter has been called to the attention 
of the Indian Agent at the Santee Reserva- 
tion, who has made an investigation of the 
Case and will probably forward them to 
Washington. g

A romance that had ended was brought to 
light last night by a letter that the St. Louis 
Young Men’s Christian Association received 
from a heart-broken, deserted wife in far- 
away Sydney, Australia. She was making 
inquiries about her husband, William Mays, 
who had written from the Young Men’s 
Christian Association Building three months 
ago.

Both Maysandthe young mother tell their 
story of infatuation, elopement, desertion of 
their respective better halves and final 
stranding at St. Louis very frankly and with 
few discrepancies. 

Wiillam Mays emigrated from Ireland ten 
years ago, a quiek-witted, well-educated lad 
of 19. He landed in Sydney and soon found 
employment. Within three years he had a 
large wholesale and retail grocery trade, 
and married Miss Annie Starr, the daughter 
of a retired wealthy merchant. The world 
and fortune smiled on Mays, and he had last 
May four children, a happy home and a 
flourishing trade. 

MET MRS. STEWART. 

Some months prior to this he met Mrs. John 
Stewart at his shop. He learned that her 
husband had gone away to Brisbane to seek 
work. He was fascinated with the young 
beauty. She heard nothing for montbs from 
her husband and finally fell into destitute 
circumstances. She was forced to seek em- 
ployment asadomestic. Mays says that she 
was employed at his home and that 
he com passed her downfall then. 


She denies having worked for Mays, saying 
she had done no wrong till they concluded to 
fly to America. 

Mays made his preparations to leave his 
wife and chilaren very deliberately. He sold 
his business and left all the property to his 
wife except about $800. They had been very 
happy until in an evil hour the fascination of 
Mrs. Stewart robbed him of reason. The 
wife never suspected his treachery until he 
had gone. 

The ill-starred romance began aboard the 
stsamer Alameda. Dreams of eternal hap- 
piness in distant America made the two 
runaways eager to reach the Golden Gate. 
Mrs. Stewart brought her two little girls. 
Drifting to Colorado Springs, Mays estab- 
lished a restaurant. It proved unprofitable, 
and he sold out. Thence drifting eastward, 
the unrest born of the enjoyment 

forbidden fruit seemingly driving 
them at will, hither and thither, 
Mays arrived in St. Louis, his money gone 
and his dream of happiness shattered. The 
little family lived at 1305 Chouteau avenue. 


WANT TO RETURN. 
In their days of trouble preceding the sick. 
ness of Mays, the two erring wanderers con- 
cluded to return to Australia and seek 
forgiveness. Mrs. Stewart acknowledges 


that Mays was always very kind to her, but 
both agreed that the way of the transgressor 
was hard. 

Mays had already received two or three let- 
ters from his wife. He wrote from the Y. M. 
O. A. praying for money to return. He is 
confident she will send it. His poor partner 
in shame does not know her husband’s ad. 
dress, but she means to write to friends at 
Sydney to see whether she can find him or 
secure the means of getting back. Neither 
are strong enough yet to be discharged, The 
two little girls are in the city, one at the 
Bethesda Home and one with charitably dis- 
— acquaintances at Wash and Ninth 
streets.

There is talk in Supreme Court circles al- 
ready regarding the judicial circuit to which 
Justice White will be assigned when he as- 
sumes his robe of office. It is considered 
likely that instead of taking the northern 
cirenit, which was held hy the late Justice 
Blatchford, the new justice will be given the 
southern circuit, which embraces the Gulf 
States, on account of Lis knowledge of the 
Napoleonic code. Many cases before the 
courts of the southern circuit are dependent 
upon this code, and Justice White’s knowl- 
edge of local practice would prove advan- 
tageous. 

Justice Jackson is at 8 assigned to 
the circuit, sothat a shift would be neces- 
sary inthe event of Justice White's assign- 
menttothatfield, It is suggested that .ius- 
tice Brown will be transferred to the northern 
circuit, where his experience with litigation 
involving great commercial interests would 
be of particular advantage, and that Justice 
Jackson might be given the circuit now pre- 
sided over by Justice Browa.

THE DUESTROW CASE. 


It is the duty of the Court of Criminal 
Correction in murder cases to give the ac- 
cused an immediate preliminary trial. The 
object of such a trial is to discharge the 
prisoner if there is not sufficient ground 
on which to hold him to await the action 
of the Grand-jury. He can waive such 
preliminary trial and voluntarily remain 
in prison if he _ elects to do so. 
If he does not 80 elect, then 
it is the public duty of the 
Prosecuting Attorney of the Court of 
Criminal Correction to see that he is given 
a prompt trial for the purpose of securing 
sworn testimony forthe Grand-jury be- 
forea defense with plenty of money can 
have time to tamper with witnesses 
orinduce them to hide where no process 
of the law can reach them. 

The action of Prosecuting Attorney 
Dierkes in consenting to a postponement 
of the preliminary trial of Duestrow when 
he had plenty of evidence to justify the 
commitment of the prisoner without bail, 
is generally interpreted as a very bold at- 
tempt to favor an indefinite postponement 
ofthe indictment and trial which must 
come off in another court. 

This unwarranted delay, favoring efforts 
to disarm the prosecution, and the re- 
ported disappearance of the Howard 
woman, have greatly increased the 
street talk about the impotence of 
the law to deal with a rich 
murderer, no matter how atrocious 
hiscrime. It has visibly intensified the 
tendency towards mob vengeance in this 
case. There was too much of that feeling 
already prevalent, and it is to be regretted 
that it has been stimulated and danger- 
ously increased by any obviously improper 
concession from a public prosecutor,

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A CAUCUS DEADLOCK. 


Some foolish persons in Washington and 
elsewhere are filling the country with 
wails aver the alleged impotence of the 
House of Representatives because Con- 
gressman Bland is unable to drum upa 
majority to puss his seignorage bill. 

These persons declare that the House is 
in a state of practical imbecility and that 
some way of compelling members to vote 
to makeup a quorum must be devised. It 
is proposed to fine members who refuse to 
vote. It is even intimated that the Dem- 
ocracy will have to fall back upon Tom 
Reed’s arbitrary rule of counting 4 
quorum. 

All of this is hysterical nonsense. It is 
not the impotence ¢f the House which 
obstructs business, but the impotent de- 
termination of the Democratic caucus to 
pass a bill which is not acceptable to a 
majority of the members of the House. If 
there were a majority of the House heartily 
in favor of Mr. Bland’s bill he would have 
no difficulty in commanding a quorum to 
pass it. The trouble is that a party caucus 
has empowered him to hold up the House 
until he has exhausted every resource 
known to parliamentary ingenuity to com- 
pel members to vote whether they will or 
not. The deadlock may be broken at once 
by dropping the bill or by prevailing on a 
majority of members to favor its passage. 

The Reed quorum-counting rule was not 
designed to aid the majority of the House 
to transact business. The majority is all 
powerful whenever it chooses to exert its 
power. It needs no aid to transact any 
business it wants to transact. The rule 
was not designed to promote the welfare of 
the country in the House. That can be 
taken care of vy the majority elected for 
the purpose. 

The whole object of the Reed rule and any 
other arbitrary rule of a similar kind is to 
strengthen the power of King Caucus, Its 
purpose is to enable the majority of a party, 
which may constitute a minority of the 
House to compel the House to submit to 
its dictates. It is a handy rule to enable 
the masters of the party caucus to force 
their will upon the people without the 
consent of the majority of their represen- 
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THE PENNSYLVANIA WAVY. 

The Pennsylvania Naval Militia is go- 
ing to builda modern gunboat to cost 
$40,000 for use in the ‘méighborhood of 
Pittsburg. The boat will be armored, 
with a protected stern wheel and of very 
light draft. It will bea genuine novelty 
in more ways than one. 

The Pittsburg. Dispatch thinks very 
highly of the new navy. It will prove 
of valuable service in time of riot. Had 
Mr. Frick possessed such a navy, for in- 
stance, at the time of the Homestead strike 
the uprising would have been crushed 
almost at the outset by a bombardment of 
the strikers’ quarters. They would have 
been reduced to subjugation or driven out 
promptly. All the long agony would have 
been avoided and the majesty of Pennsyl- 
vania law vindicated by a few well- 
directed dynamite shells. 

An inland navy to cruise in Pittsburg 
waters is imperatively demanded by pub- 
lic sentiment in Pennsylvania, as is amply 
shown by the majority of 120,000 given for 
Galusha Grow. Pennsylvanians always 
express themselves with emphasis on elec- 
tion day and in riots. It is impossible to 
mistake the meaning of the majorities they 
‘frollup’’ and it is just as impossible to 
mistake the meaning of the riots with 
which the State has been tormented from 
one year’s end to another. A decided 
stand must be taken against,the mob 
spirit, and as Pittsburg is situated a navy 
is one of the first conditions of good order. 

The popularity of the navy is shown by 
the fact that the first boat will be built by 
voluntary subscriptions from members of 
the Pittsburg branch of the military ma- 
rine. It will cost $40,000, which is a large 
sum for a few young fellows to subscribe, 
but they are very patriotic. ‘‘Such an in- 
cident,’’ says the Philadelphia Record, 
‘shows how the idea of a volunteer navy 
has appealed to popular sentiment in the 
State.’’ 

But is it not strange that an army and 
navy are necessary to keep free men in 
order in 1894? And in whose interest are 
they tobe kept in order? The Southern 
slave owner was not obliged to support a 
navy to prevent an uprising of the blacks. 
Why are the whites of the North more un- 
ruly and lawless?

NO ASSISTANT REPUBLICANISM. 


Some unpleasant rumors are slipping out 
of the room of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee with regard to senatorial log-roll- 
ing on the tariff bill. 

It is intimated that several Democratic 
Senators are trying to form combinations 
in the interest of their constituents which 
threaten the free list of the bill. The 
sugar lobby with its retained Senators 
leads all the rest in pernicious activity. 
Senator Vest is reported to be wavering on 
sugar through the influence of a Missouri 
lead lobby headed by State Committeemen 
‘*Tom’’ Connor and ‘‘Bill’’ Phelps. 

Senator Vest has had proof of the temper 
of Missouri Democrats toward cuckooism, 
but it is a mild zephyr to a cyclone in 
comparison with their temper toward as- 
sistant Republicanism. The ‘corporation 
attorneys on the Central Committee and 
the lead lobbyists are bad advisers fora 
Missouri Senator in this matter. The 
Senator from any Western State who aids 
in reducing the free list or in modifying 
the moderate reductions of the tariff 
schedules will have a haid row to hoe 
when he reaches home.

the January thaw. All the bridges from 
until this one had formed in January. nh 
famous bridges of 1883 are still fresh in the 
memory of the thousands of visitors who 
cametoseethem. The first one formed on 
Jan. 15, and the second one on the night of 
Jan, 22, and lasted thirteen weeks. The crush 
of ice in this latter bridge was tremendous. 
It filled * the gorge and carried away 
everything inits path. The famous guide, 
Jack McCloy, was then living on the 
Canadian side in a house in the gorge, 

The house was swept from its foundations 
and carried down the stream. McCloy suc- 
ceeded in securing a bottle of liquor, and 
with this kept from freezing to death on the 
ice during the night. On the same night 
some sixty feet of the inclined rallway 
bullding was also carried away. It wags 
found necessary to dig a tunnel through the 
ice 25 feet to reach the bridge. 

Jan. 15, 1885. saw the next bridge formed 
and it stood for nine weeks. Jan. 14, 1 
a bridge formed that lasted but one day. The 
bridge of 1887 formed Jan. 14 lasted several 
weeks. A brief affair formed at duybreak 
on Jan. 23, but it went down the river at 
noon on the same day. 

There was no bridge in 1892, but the grand 
bridge of 1893 Is still fresh ir, the memories of 
all. It was a structure of wonderful strength 
and marvelous beauty. 

The blizzard filled up the huge seams and 
smoothed over the uneven surface and, with 
liberal coats of frozen spray, both ice bridge 
and mountain became solid and beautiful 
affairs. Speakingof the icy mountain ro- 
calis the thrilling tragedy of the winter of 
1886. On Feb. 28 .. G. De Witt, a New Yo 
broker, slipped off the ice mountain on the 
side nextto the American Fails. His 
was not recovered until March 16, and then 
only after a laborious and: ingenious plan 
had been put in operation. Aft 
De Witt went over nothing could be seeno 
his body. On the morping of March 12 it was 
seen on a ledge of ice, and on March 18 the 
work of cutting a tunnel through the ite 
mountain to recover it was begun by Jack 
McCloy anda gang of ten men. The 
was reached on Tuesday marning, March 16, 
and taken in charge by De Witt’s friends. 
The tunnel constructed was 60 feet long by 
5 K feet in size. It was he first time the 
ice mountain had ever been tunneled.

HILL MAY BE CENSURED. 


Committed a Breech cf Rules in Making 
Public an Fxecutive Session Speech. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 21.—The action of 
Senator Hill in making public the speech 
which he delivered on Monday in executive 
sessionon the Supreme Court nomination 
may cause a vote of censure to be passed up- 
on him. The rules fully provide for censure 
and even expulsion for the divulgence of any 
matter considered in secret session.

DEMAND STATE AID. 


Boston’s Unemployed, 5,000 Strong, 
Massed in Front of the Capitol. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 21.—Boston’s army of 
unemployed and hungry workmen madea 
formidable demonstration yesterday, and for 
atime there was serious apprehension ofa 
riot. Five thousand men massed themselves 
in front of the State-house and demanded 
ald from the Governor. The Governor ad- 
dressed the mob from the steps of the State - 


house and was quietly received and even 
applauded, although he made no satisfactory 
answers to their requests. An attempt was 
then made by the leaders of the demonstra- 
tion to get a petition before the Legislature 
which was then in session.

Swift, an 
avowed Anarchist and the spokesman of the 
mob, appeared in one of the balconies and 
told them thatthe Legislature had refused 
to accept their petition they broke into yells 
of derision and hisses of contempt. 

Swift was finally induced to stop his har- 
rangue, andthe timely arrival of a force of 
100 policemen putanend to the demonstra- 
tion.

That Claim Agent Thomas Barron of the 
Union Depot Railroad Co. is a versatile and 
ingenious person has already been shown in 
the columns of the Post-DispatTcH, and in 
view of the appended affidavits it would ap- 
pear that his duties are not wholly confined 
to the procurement of testimony for the de- 
fense of hiscompany against damage suits, 
but extend to the manipulation of the 
plaintiff’s witnesses, ad to the 
furnishing of aMidavits in pportof mo 
tions for new trials, where verdicts are ren- 
dered against the railroad company. 

In the case of James W. Lay against the 
East St. Louis Electric Street Railroad Co., 
one Jere Cahan was an eye-witness to the 
accidentin which Lay was injured—in fact, 
the latter’s most important witness. After 
Caban had been subpoened in Lay’s bdehalf, 
Barron wrotea letter, signing the name of 
M. Harrold, Superintendent of the East 
St. Louis Street Ratlway Ca, jfto it, 
introducing himself (Barron) to Cahan, and 
telling the latter that any favor shown to 
him (Barron) would be highly appreciated.’’ 
When it is remembered that the only favor 
which Cahan would show to Barron would 
be a refusal to attend the trial to which 
Cahan was then under subpoena, the latter 
becomes highly suggestive. The letter was 
carried to Cahan by the negro, W. H. Fields, 
whose character has been touched upon by 
the Post-DIsPpATcH, and who is also 
formally charged with perjury. 
Cahan called at the office of the Union Depot 
company and held an interview with Barron, 
but nothing came of it, as Cahan was not 
willing to sacrifice the cause of Lay, who 
was Cahan’s friend. However, Cahan 
handed tho letterto Lay, and on the witness 
stand at Springfield Barron was forced to ad- 
mit that he wrote it. It so happened that 
the trial Judge (Allen) was sitting outside of 
his regular jurisdiction, and did not care to 
take summary action on Barron’s case, 
which fact alone accounts for Barron's 
escape from punishment for tampering with 
awitness. The letter follows:

As a matter of fact Barron is not connected 
with the East St. Louis Electrie Rallroad, and 
Rarron’s employer, President John Scullin of 
the Urion Depot Electric Kallway Co., has 
said that Barron had no authority to act for 
the East St. Louiscompany; butact he did, 
and notonly that, but he received witness 
Cahan at the offices of the Union Depot rall- 
road company in St. Louls, when he tried to 
induce him not to go to Springfield, III. 
Cahan, however, testified at the trial, and a 
verdict was rendered in Lay’s fa vor for 82,5 0. 

On that trial the negro, Fields, gave testi- 
mony on benalf of the defense; and after the 
trial, and with the idea of securing a new 
trial, the defense induced him to makea 
deposition charging that Fitzmorris, one of 
Lay’s witnesses, had told Fields that Lay 
was to give him (Fitzmorris) $260 to testify in 
his behalf. This deposition was filed by the 
defense in support of a motion for a new 
trial, but it was promptly met by such an at- 
tack on Fields“ character that not only the 
deposition, dut also Fields’ testimony on the 
trial itself were overthrown. 

In the first piace Fitzmorris made acoun- 
ter-affidavit, contradicting every assertion 
made in Fields’ deposition, andthen the 
plaintiff, Lay, deposed thathe had paid no 
one a cent for testifying, although he bald 
the expenses of such of his witnesses as were 
not able to pay thelrown. The Knock-out 
blow to Fields as an honest witness was then 
administered by Richard L. Malone, who tes- 
tified as follows:

I don't see what the 
Collector's Department means, anyhow,’’ 
said the Assistant City Attorney. 

Here a man pays his restaurant license 
on Feb. 9,anda week after the Collector’s 
office has a summons issued for him 
to appear in court and explain why he has 
not paid his license. It’s either a very care- 
less or very mysterious method of doing bus!- 
ness.’ 

The case against Davis was guickly nolle 
prosequied and the cases of G. H. An- 
nerson and John R. Ahearn, two 
other restaurant - Keepers who were 
also charged with not having licenses were 
dismissed for want of prosecution, as Deputy 
— Carl Unger failed to appear against 
them. 


MRS. LEASEZ{S FIGHT. 


The Populists’ National Committee Will 
Not Take It Up—To-Morrow’s Meeting. 


Mr. H. E. Taubeneck, one of the leaders of 
and Chairman of the National Central Com- 
mittee of the Populist party, arrived at the 
Lindell Hotel last night. Mr. Taube- 
neck was seen by a PostT- DIs- 
PATCH representative this morning with 
reference to the meeting of 
Populists to be held here to-morrow. Said 
he: It is the National Central Committee 
and Reform Press Association which are to 
meet at 10 a. m. to-morrow in one of the 
Lindell parlors, and it is not a convention. 
There will be three delegates here from 
each State besides the representatives of 


tht Reform Press Association. The meeting 
will be executive and I can not say what will 
be done. The primary object of the meet- 
ing, however, isto discuss ways and means 
and a plan tor the next campaign 

If you will wait until after the 
meeting I think we may have some interest- 
ing information to give, but at present I can 
say nothing. No, we will not interfere in the 
row between Mrs. Lease and Gov. Lewelling 
of Kansas. That is entirely a State affair, and 
as thisisa national meeting. we of course 
could not consider the matter. Mrs. Lease 1s 
an individual and not a leader nor the party, 
and there can be no injury to the party in 
Kansas result froma disagreement between 
tndividual members. 

The outlook of the Populist party was 
never brighter. Inthe South the Democrats 
are coming into ourranks, and in the West 
the Republicans are following the example 
set by the Democrats in the South. In six 
counties in Georgia in elections since 
the last general election, the Populists have 
won victories. We will have some distin- 
zulshed statesmen with us to-morrow. 
Among them Dr. Alexander Coleman 
of Denver, Ignatias Donnelly of Minnesota, 
Gen. J. B. Weaver of Iowa, 
W. S. Morgan of Arkansas, J. H. McDowell 
of Tennessee, J. H. Davis of Texas, popular- 
ly known as Cyclone Davis; Mort C.“ Rankin 
of Indiana, Dr. 8. McClelland of Kansas, H. 
L. Loucks of south Dakota, ex-President; of 
the Farmers’ Alilance; Thos. Fletcher 
of Little Rock, Ark., who was United States 
Marshal upder Cleveland's first administra- 
tion; Paul Vandervort, J. H. Turner of Geor- 
gia and Lawrence J. McFarlane of New 
York; Thomas Watson, ex-Congressman of 
Georgia, and N. O. Strickler of Nebraska. 


THE COLONNA LITIGATION. 


A United States Supr-me Oourt Case 
Which May Affect It. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 21.—It is said by 
the legal authorities about the Uniaed States 
Supreme Court that the status of the conten- 
tion between Prince and Princess Colonna 
may be materially affected by a case soon to 
be heard before that court. The differences 
between the Prince and Princess have re- 
cently attracted attention on both sides of 
the Atlantic, and have been intensified by 
the Princess’ escape with her children from 


France to this country, in spite of a de- 
cree in the French courts giving the custody 
of the children to the Prince. 

The case soon tobe heardin the United 
States Supreme Court is as tothe extent to 
which the judgment of a French court can 
be enforced in. tne United States. This case 
involves a judgment for about $400,000, given 
by the French courts against Hilton, Hughes 
&Co. of New York. The French judgment 
is being contested on the ground tnatthe 
case should have been tried in this country, 
where the American defendants could have 
received a full and fair jury hearing. It has 
also been urged thatthe French courts give 
no recognition tothe deoreesor judgments 
of American courts, and that if an American 
wants redress in France he must go tu France 
to get it. 

Should the Supreme Court sustain the 
French judgment it is said that the prece- 
dent will be established governing the 
Colonna case and other international litiga- 
tions. Prince Colonna has the decreeof a 
French court favorable to his custody of the 
Colonna children, but the Princess has re- 
moved the children from the jurisdiction of 
the French court. If, however, the prece- 
dent is established that foreign decrees cun 
be certified to the courts of this country and 
then enforced, it would permit the French 
decree as tothe Uolonna petition to be given 
effectinthiscountry. It is said that this is 
only one of a number of cases invoiving in- 
ternational domestic entanglements which 
would be affected dy a ruling favorable to 
enforcing the judgments and decrees of 
foreign courts. 


Smith Released on Bond. 


KaNSAS O1TY, Mo. Feb. 21.—The prelim!- 
nary hearing in the criminal libel case of 
Chief of Police Quarles et al. of Kansas City, 
Kan:, against Populist A. J. Smith has been 
completed. Justice Swingley held the 
defendant to the District Court in $1,000 bond 
on one charge and $500 each on the five 
others. : 

Smith refusedto give bond and was or- 
dered committed, but his attorney immedi- 
ately appealed to Judge Anderson of the 
Common Pleas Court fora writof habeas 
corpus, which was ordered returnable 
March 2. On this writ he was released in 
$500 bonds. 


Verdict for $10,000. 


JEFFERSON, O., Feb. 21.—The damage suit 
of Orrin F. Ellis against the New York, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis ended this morning 
with a verdict for $10,000 for the 
plaintiff. Ellis was an engineer on 


the road, and in May, 1890, his engine and 
twenty-nine freight cars plunged through a 
high trestle over Coon Creek, In Western 
Pennsylvania. Ellis received injuries to his 
spine which — him a cripple for life. He 
sued for $60,000
